Ye ſhall be coniributary to all manner of 
Charges within this City, as Summons , Watches, Contributi- 
ons, Taxes, Tallages, Lot and Scot, and to all Charges, bearing 
your part as a Freeman ought to do. Ye ſhall colour no Foreign= 


ers Goods under, or in your Name, whereby the King or this City 


might or may loſe their Cuftoms or Advantages. Ye ſhall know 
no Foreigner to buy or ſell any Merchandize with any Foreigner 
within this City or Franchiſe thereot, but ye ſhali warn the Cham- 
berlain thereof , or ſome Miniſter of the Chamber. Ye ſhall im- 
plead or ſue no Freeman out of this City, whiles ye may have Right 
and Law within the ſame City. Ye ſhall take none Apprentice , 
but it he be Free-born (that 1s to ſay) no Bondmans Son , nor the 
Son of any Alien, and for no leſs term than for Seven Years, with- 
out fraud or deceit : and within the firſt Year ye ſhall cauſe him to 
be inrolled , or clfe pay ſuch Fine as {hall be reaſonably impoſed 
upon you for omitting the ſame : And after this rerms end, within 
convenient time ( being required ) ye fhallmake him Free of this 
City, if he have well and truly ſerved yon. Ye ſhall alſo keep 
the Kings Peace in your own perſon. Ye ſhall know no Gather. 
ings, Conventicles, or Conſpiracies made againſt the Kings Peace, 
but ye ſhail warn the Mayor thereof, or et it toyour power. All 
theſe Points and Articles ye ſhall well and rruly keep according to 
the Laws and Cuſtoms of this City to your power: Jo God you 
help, Bc.
